S THERE SOME feature in your

prints or greeting cards that they 
like or which reflect a certain hob- 
by of theirs. Groupings of several 
of these over a couch, above a 
desk, or on some bare wall reflect 
the personality of the owner. 

Groups of pictures which go to- 
gether might be pasted on a wall 
near a deep window without 
frames of their own. Colored glue 
tape, to match some color in the 
drapes or in the room itself would 
serve to frame each of the pictures. 

Family portraits might all be 
framed together on a_ neutral 
background and hung above a 
couch. This would take care of the 
odd shapes and styles in which they 
so frequently come. 

When you’re preparing pictures 
for a group arrangement, have 
them all conform in some way or 
another. Different types of birds 
go together just as do prints of 
flowers.

DENTAL HEALTH 
WEEK OBSERVED 


C HILDREN’S Dental Health Week 
will be observed here as 
throughout the state, on February 
6-12, in an effort to reduce the 
great loss created by dental decay. 
Surveys have shown that with 
America’s refined diets today, de- 
cay is occuring six times faster 
than American dentists can repair 
it. These same surveys show that 
nine out of every ten Americans 
are suffering from dental illness. 

Sponsored by the American Den- 
tal Association, the California State 
Dental Association, and the local 
dental society, Children’s Dental 
Health Week will seek to point out 
that decay can be greatly reduced 
by proper care of the teeth at 
home, Jone Pedersen, Miss Cali- 
fornia for 1949, is aiding the den- 
tal profession in the educational 
campaign. 

She has appealed to the young 
people of the State with the fol- 
lowing statement: ‘‘The people who 
succeed are the ones who do those 
little things it is sometimes easier 
not to do. Take your teeth for 
instance. Of course sometimes it 
seems like a bother to brush your 
teeth; to go to the dentist when 
your’re supposed to, and to eat the 
right kind of food. But you can 
be sure of this—the people who 
take the time each day to do those 
things now are the people who will 
enjoy good health, attractiveness 
and popularity later. It’s your 
health. Why not take care of it 
now—and be proud of your smile 
all the rest of your life?’’ 


The four rules for an attractive 
smile, as outlined by dentists for 
guidance of parents and children, 
are: 


1. Brush your teeth after each 
meal—or at least after breakfast 
and before retiring at night. 


2. Eat plenty of meat, eggs, but- 
ter, cheese, fresh fruit, green vege-} 
tables, and whole grain products. 
Cut down on sweets. 


3. Drink plenty of milk. 


4. Visit the dentist regularly so 
he may help prevent future trouble. 


While progress in dental sciences 
now enable members of the profes- 
sion to correct dental ailments, 
many feel that decay could be re- 
duced by more than 50% if the 
rules for dental health were more 
closely followed, according to Dr. 
Donald B. Horner, Chairman of the 
State Dental Health Education 
Committee. ‘“‘Our message is one 
of prevention rather than repair, 
for repair of damage which has 
already been done by neglect is 
expensive, time consuming, and 
uncomfortable.”’
